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Ford denounces 
Cuban and Soviet 
actions in Angola 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Pres­ 
ident Ford said Saturday that 
Cuba’s decision to send troops 
into Angola “ends any efforts 
at all to have friendly rela­ 
tions” with the Cuban govern­ 
ment and that Soviet inter­ 
ference in Angola “doesn’t help 
the continuation of detente.” 
He declared it is “unwise and 
very harmful for any power 
such as the Soviet Union and 
Cuba to try to dominate any 
government in that country.” 
At an impromptu news con­ 
ference, Ford also said: 
—He will sign the $18 billion 
tax bill approved by Congress 
Friday and he will propose a 
further tax cut of $10 billion. 
He said this would require 
equal spending restraints by 
Congress. 
—He will run on his own 
record in 1976 as president, and 
" I’m convinced we’re in good 
shape in most states and we 
are working to improve where 
we’re not.” 
—He expects to make his fi­ 
nal decision Monday on wheth­ 


er to sign an energy bill. He 
has not decided whether to sign 
a bill expanding labor picketing 
rights. 
Ford’s rem arks on Angola 
came one day after the Senate 
cut off all funds in a defense 
appropriations bill that would 
allow the Central Intelligence 
Agency to aid one of the anti- 
Soviet factions in Angola. 
Ford said Saturday that the 
Senate action has “seriously 
undercut” U.S. efforts to try to 
get diplomatic moves to end 
foreign intervention and help 
settle the war in that African 
nation. 
Ford estimated that Cuba has 
sent from 4,000 to 6,000 troops 
to the African country to help 
out the pro-Soviet faction in the 
civil war. 
“The action of the Cuban 
government in sending combat 
troops to Angola has destroyed 
any opportunity for improve­ 
ment 
of 
relations 
with the 
United States,” he declared. 
Ford said the issue is to 
make sure that the people of 


Angola can “decide their own 
fate” and establish their own 
government. 
He charged that the Soviet 
Union had been spending $100 
million or more in Angola and 
this “ certainly doesn’t help the 
continuation of detente.” The 
intervention of the Soviets an 
Cubans was “a setback for the 
people in Angola.” 
Ford maintained that con­ 
gressional action “has tied our 
hands” and called it a “ serious 
m istake” for the United States 
which he said “should have 
flexibility” in helping people of 
other nations decide their own 
fate. 
Ford repeated what he said 
in an earlier statement after 
the Senate voted Friday to cut 
off funds for U.S. aid in Angola, 
that countries that depend on 
the United States would lose 
faith in this nation to help them 
under sim ilar circumstances. 
He declined to discuss what 
actions the United States has 
been taking in Angola, except 
to emphasize that the United 


States has never had any in­ 
tention of sending American 
military personnel to Angola 
and that the United States has 
been conducting a “ legitimate 
covert operation” there. 
When asked why his adminis­ 
tration 
had 
not 
previously 
spelled out the situation in An­ 
gola 
and 
its own activities 
there, Ford said “ the President 
just shouldn’t discuss it publi­ 
cly” in detail. 


Regarding a recent Gallup 
poll that showed him trailing 
former California Gov. Ronald 
Reagan, Ford said, “The final 
answer comes in the ballot 
box.” Ford said he was making 
great progress in solving eco­ 
nomic problems and in foreign 
policy, and his reord in office 
“w ill be the test, not any poll.” 
On primaries, Ford said he 
has “a lot of open dates” in the 
months ahead and “ I’ll do what 
I can” on campaigning. But he 
added that he feels it is his pri­ 
mary responsibility to concen­ 
trate on presidential duties.

With a near five-inch 
per man height advantage, the Bulldogs outrebounded the Injuns 62- 
35, most of the total in the final 16 minutes, and again had a strong 
second half. Marc Eaves scored 18 of his game-high 26 points in the 
third and fourth quarters. Paul Gilbow and Alonzo Harris each 
grabbed 19 rebounds.

Shoe repairman marks 
fifty years in business 


By DUKE PERRY 
ORAN — Curtis Halford, 71, is 
still 
repairing shoes after 
celebrating 50 years in business 
on Dec. 15. 
After farming until the age of 
21, Halford decided there was 
more money to be made 
repairing shoes, which he and 
everyone else were wearing 
until fully worn out in 1925. 
He then sold the two mules 
and other farm equipment he 
had and made a down payment 
on a shoe repair shop in his 
home town of Clifton, Tenn. 
At that time, Halford said 


there was no electricity in the 
town and he had to use a 
gasoline engine to power all of 
his machinery. 
In 1932, Halford and his wife 
Cora, along with their two 
daughters 
moved 
to 
Oran, 
where he bought a shoe repair 
business in a store operated by 
the late William “Bill” Maddox. 
Halford said shoes were made 
better in those days, being all 
leather with rubber heels. Most 
of the soles at that time had to be 
nailed on, you didn’t have to 
worry about cement, paper or 
plastic, he said. 


With the start of World War 
II in 1941 and the shortage of 
leather 
and 
shoe 
repairing 
metal, he closed his shop, stored 
all of the equipment and he and 
his family then left Oran and 
went to Ft. Leonard Wood where 
he worked for the Civil Service 
in a shoe repair shop on the 
Army base. 
At that time the shop was 
repairing about 1,500 pairs of 
shoes a day with the help of 
Italian and German prisoners 
who were used as laborers. 
Halford recalls that those were 
very long 16-hour days and 


seven days a week. 
The shoe repair operation was 
closed by the Civil Service in 
1946, so Halford and his family 
moved to Blytheville, Ark. He 
opened a shop there but only 
remained for two years before 
deciding to return to Oran and 
open another repair shop. 
In 1952, he also worked as an 
insurance agent with an office in 
the back part of his shoe shop. 
In 1973, he decided to build a 
new shop behind his home where 
he 
could continue the shoe 
repair business on a part-time 
basis. 


Does it make any sense to 
compute 
income 
taxes 
in 
December, with the year not 
even over and the tax return 
deadline four months away? 
The Missouri Society of CPAs 
thinks so, and offers a number of 
reasons, all of which have to do 
with saving tax dollars come 
next April. 
The 
certified public ac­ 
countants don’t suggest that you 
completely fill out your Form 
1040 at this early date-merely 
that you get a good enough idea 
of your income, exemptions, 
deductions and probable tax 
obligation 
so you can take 
whatever tax-minimizing steps 
may be necessary while you 
have the chance. 
For 
example, 
if a quick 
computation 
indicates 
your 
taxes have been underwithheld, 
there’s still time to have your 
employer hold back 
enough 
from your last couple 
of 
paychecks 
to 
meet 
the 
withholding requirements. 
Or if you are eligible for a tax 
credit for buying a new home, 
and the credit is greater than the 
taxes you owe, you won’t want to 
see part of that credit go 
unused; perhaps you can bring 
some of next year’s income into 
1975, when it can be offset by the 
credit. 


Or, let’s say you have just had 
a very good year; your 1975 
income promises to be well 
above what you expect to make 
next year. How about trying to 
delay some of your earnings 
until after the first of the year, 
or prepaying some of next 
year’s 
deductible 
expenses 
now? 


The CPAs advise that not all 
bills 
can 
be 
prepaid 
with 
Internal Revenue blessing, but 
among those that can are cer­ 
tain state and local taxes, 
charitable 
contributions 
and 
some interest payments made 
no more than a year in advance. 


Most medical bills can’t be 
prepaid, but there’s nothing to 
prevent you from paying now 
every penny of medical ex­ 
penses you presently owe, and 
the CPAs recommend that you 
\do so, especially if those ex­ 


penses exceed the excludable 
first three per cent of adjusted 
gross income. 
After roughly assessing their 
tax situation, taxpayers with 
investments in securities may 
be prompted to make changes in 
their portfolios to balance out 
capital gains and losses. The 
CPAs believe wise investors 
avoid buying or selling for tax 
reasons 
alone; 
sound 
in­ 
vestment considerations should 
also support such a move. 
And, they add, don’t forget 
that a purchase or sale of a 
security takes five working days 
to carry out, and if you wait too 
long, the transaction may occur 
in 1976 rather than 1975. 


How about those individual 
retirement accounts, into which 
persons not already covered by 
a pension or profit-sharing plan 
can put aside part of their in­ 
come and pay no taxes on it until 
it is withdrawn? 


If you are eligible, consider 
establishing an IRA at once, say 
the CPAs, for in the closing days 
of the year you can set aside the 
full amount permitted for all of 
1975. 


The same is true of gifts to 
your children or others. There is 
a $3,000 annual limit on the 
amount 
that 
can 
be 
given 
without paying taxes, and if you 
don’t make the 1975 gift this 
month, the tax break for the 
year is lost. 


Incidentally, if you do make 
the gift now, make sure your 
check is cashed this year. To 
avoid having to ask the recipient 
to hurry to his bank, just have 
the check certified; that causes 
it to be debited to your account 
at once. 


Those are just a few of the 
reasons for looking into your tax 
situation now, according to the 
CPA Society. Painful as the 
process may be, it can pay big 
dividends. And, the CPAs add, 
digging 
out 
your 
canceled 
checks, bank deposit slips and 
other documents well in ad­ 
vance of income tax filing time 
can help you organize your 
records to simplify and speed 
the filing process.

“It is easier to fill out than the 
long Form 1040 and with certain 
improvements in it, many more 
taxpayers will be able to take 
advantage of the short Form 
1040A this year,’’ Richard C.

WASHINGTON - Consumer 
credit is being used increasingly 
this year as a tool to assist in 
balancing family budgets and to 
cope 
with 
economic 
fluc­ 
tuations, the American Bankers 
Association reports. 
“Some of the types of credit 
most used by consumers in­ 
cludes installment loans, bank 
cards and overdraft checking,” 
J. Rex Duwe. ABA president, 
said. 
Duwe, who is also chairman 
and president of The Farmers 
State Bank at Lucas, Kan., 
cautions consumers to use credit 
wisely and noted that as a rule of 
thumb, not more than 10 to 15 
per cent of a family’s income 
should be used to repay credit, 
including mortgage payments. 
Recent 
Federal 
Reserve 
statistics show a growth in total 
consumer 
credit 
outstanding 
amounting to $1.43 billion in 
September, 
after 
seasonal 
adjustment. 
This 
was 
the 
largest monthly increase in 
consumer credit since august 
1974, when outstandings rose 
$1.76 billion. 
Other corroborating evidence 
of this increased use of credit is 
the intensification of the com­ 
petitive area that faces financial 


and 
nonfinancial 
institutions 
today in striving to serve the 
needs of the public.

Bank cards, one of the more 
flexible consumer credit tools, 
accounted for $8.3 billion of the 
$190,069 of total consumer credit 
outstanding as of Sept 30, Fed 
sta tists show. 


Useful in budget planning, the 
bank card provides a nominally 
free line of credit and normally 
a three- to six- week grace 
period, valuable as well as 
convenient for the consumer.

Weather helps 
state conservation 


BENTON—Excellent 
fall 
weather is helping Missouri 
farmers “make record con­ 
servation 
accomplishments” 
this year, reports J. Vernon 
Martin, 
Missouri state con­ 
servationist for the Soil Con­ 
servation Service at Columbia. 
Martin said all soil con­ 
servation districts in Missouri 
are 
reporting 
increases 
in 
protective 
treatment 
of 
cropland. “This means more 
conservation benefits, including 
a better future for next year’s 
crops,” Martin said. 
But Martin warned that the 
same good fall weather has also 
allowed large acreages to be 
fall-plowed, 
leaving 
them 
vulnerable to heavy erosion (20- 
30 tons an acre). “This land 
needs 
cover-whether 
it 
is 
flatland or terraced upland,” he 
said. 
“Using 
crop 
residue 
and 
seeded cover such as wheat will 
provide protection, are good 
companion treatments for other 
practices and give wildlife food 
and protection.” 
Most conservation treatments 
are applied to farmland after 
the harvest. 
“ This year’s 
unusually good fall weather, 
with very little moisture, per­ 
mitted an early harvest and 
more time for the application of 
protective measures,” Martin 
said. 
Dan 
Frissell, 
SCS district 
conservationist in Scott County, 
cited a good cover crop as a sign 
of the ideal weather. “A winter 
cover crop is one thing that we 
probably have not used enough 
in the past,” he said. 
Martin stated that watershed 
construction in the state was 
also 
up. 
“The 
construction 
season has lasted sue weeks1 
longer than normal,” he said. 
“We completed several projects 
that would have normally gone 
into the winter unfinished.” 
Martin said the increased 
demand 
for 
conservation 
practices has created a heavy 
survey workload for SCS em­ 
ployes. “This has enabled land 
improvement 
contractors 
to 
maximize 
conservation 
con­ 
struction accomplishments,” he 
said. 
Checkouts will be performed 
on land after the conservation 
work is completed and con­ 
struction ceases 
Hon Shy, executive secretary 
for Missouri Land Improvement 
Contractors Association, said 
the warm fall weather was 
particularly 
good 
for 
pond- 
building. “We’ve built a lot more 
ponds than normal this fall,” he 
said, “because when it freezes 
early, that activity gets shut 
down pretty quick. 
“I’m tickled to death we got it 
(the good weather). 
A good fall, concern for land 
protection and cooperation 
between farmers, contractors 
and government agencies all 
have 
combined 
to 
produce 
conservation benefits for all 
Missourians.

longer staples. Buyers offered to 
contract 1976 crop acreage at 51 
to 52 cents a pound and a few 
hundred acres were booked at 
the higher levels.

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Cattle feeding industry 
appears to comeback 


WASHINGTON (AP) - After 
years of financial setbacks, the 
cattle feeding industry appears 
to be making a comeback and 
probably will continue to gain 
strength if prices hold up as 
they have been recently, ac­ 
cording to Agriculture Depart­ 
ment economists. 
As of Dec. 1, the department 
said Monday, cattle being fed 
for 
slaughter 
in seven key 
states totaled 8,252,000 head, up 
25 per cent from a year earlier. 
It was the third monthly in­ 
crease in a row' 
Until this fall, feedlot 
in­ 
ventories lagged below year- 
earlier levels ever since 1973 as 
producers cut back because of 
high costs in relation to live­ 
stock prices. 
Now, with bumper grain har­ 
vests and lower feed costs, 
feedlots are showing more ac­ 
tivity. Also, cattle prices are 
much higher than they were a 
year ago or early in 1975. 
The seven-state report also 
showed that placements of new 
cattle in feedlots last month to­ 
taled 1,955,000 head, up 47 per 
cent from November of 1974. 
Officials said the seven states 
included in the monthly survey 
account for about one-third of 
the nation’s grain-fed beef. 
According to Agriculture De­ 
partm ent analysts, the 25 per 
cent increase in the Dec. 1 in­ 
ventory was about in line with 
what had been expected. They 
also say the momentum will 
continue well into next year if 
prices hold up. 
Meanwhile, 1975 total beef 
output is estim ated to be up 
about 5 per cent from last year, 
but all of the gain stems from 
the 
increased 
slaughter 
of 
cows, calves and other “ non­ 
fed” animals which receive 
little or nb grain. Marketings of 
fed cattle this year are ex­ 
pected to be the smallest since 
1966. 
But cow slaughter is up 50 
per cent from 1974 to record 
levels as producers thin out 
breeding 
herds. 
The 
cow 
slaughter total for the last six 
months of 1975 will be bigger 
than in all of 1973 — before the 
cutback in feedlot operations 
took hold. 
Prices of choice-grade steers 
at 
Omaha have been down 
from their peaks earlier this 
year but in November, for ex­ 
ample, averaged $44.59 per 100 
pounds. That was up from less 
than $38 in November of last 
year and a low- of around $32 
late last winter. 
The report Monday showed 
feedlot inventories were up in 
each of the seven states on 
Dec. 1 from a year earlier, in­ 
cluding: 
Arizona 501,000 head, up 50 
per cent; California 938,000, up 
12; 
Colorado 890,000, up 16; 
Iowa 1,400,000, up 23; Kansas 
1.320.000. up 42: Nebraska 1,- 
380.000, up 16; and Texas 1,832,- 
000, up 28 per cent. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Al­ 
though farm exports are at a 
record pace, imports have been 
trailing those of last year, ac­ 
cording to the Agriculture De­ 
partment. 


During the first four months 
of the fiscal year which began 
July 1, imports totaled $3.22 bil­ 
lion, down slihtly from $3.24 bil­ 
lion in the sam e period of last 
year, the departm ent’s Eco­ 
nomic Research Service said in 
a monthly review 
Meanwhile, exports in July- 
October were $6.8 billion, up 
from $6.2 billion a year earlier 
In all, the Agriculture Depart­ 
ment expects that exports for 
1975-76 will be a record of $22.7 
billion while imports are proj­ 
ected at $10 billion. 
All of the increase in imports 
so far this season has come in 
“ non-competitive” agricultural 
items, 
which 
include 
many 
commodities not produced by 
U.S. farmers such as bananas, 
coffee, cocoa and tea. Those to­ 
taled about $1.1 billion in July- 
October, up 25 per cent from a 
year earlier. 
Imports of competitive prod­ 
ucts, meanwhile, dropped 10 
per cent in value from a year 
earlier to $2.12 billion, including 
sharp declines for oilseed prod­ 
ucts, wine and sugar. 
WASHINGTON (AP) - Pro­ 
duction of broiler chickens is 
expected to be up 10 per cent in 
the first half of 1976 compared 
with the first six months of 
1975, but feed costs may be 
about the same, according to 
Agr icu l t ur e 
D e p a r t m e n t 
analysts. 
“Price prospects for feed — 
the major item in broiler pro­ 
duction costs — during the sec­ 
ond quarter of 1976 are uncer­ 
tain, but corn prices will likely 
average near last year’s level,” 
the departm ent’s Agricultural 
Marketing Service said Mon­ 
day. 
“However, 
somewhat 
higher soybean meal prices are 
anticipated.” 
Thus, the agency said in a 
broiler marketing report, the 
feed cost of producing a pound 
of ready-to-cook broiler m arket­ 
ed in the second quarter of 1976 
“ would be about the same as a 
year earlier.” Other expenses 
such as labor, energy and m a­ 


terials are continuing to in­ 
crease. 


Wheat harvest up 
19 per cent over 
last years crop 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
1975 wheat crop was a record 


of 2.13 billion bushels, up 19 per 
cent from last year’s harvest 
and was worth a record $7.4 
billion to farmers, the Agricul­ 
ture Department said recently. 
Officials said die wheat crop 
was estimated at an average 
value of $3.49 per bushel at the 


farm, compared with $4 09 in 
1974 when the crop, a record at 
the time, was 1.79 billion bush­ 
els. 
A record 1975 wheat harvest 
had been forecast by USDA for 
some months. The new esti­ 
mate, however, was the depart­ 


ment’s first since Oct. 10 and 
was about four million bushels 
below the October prediction. 
The Crop Reporting Board 
said further that winter wheat 
planted this fall for harvest 
next summer was in generally 
“fair to excellent” condition as 


of Dec. 1 but that some areas, 
particularly in the southern 
Plains, were short of moisture. 
The department will issue its 
first estimate of 1976 winter 
wheat production on Dec. 22. It 
accounts for about three-fourths 
of total U.S. wheat output. 


Prices of wheat and other 
grains have sagged from last 
season’s peaks, due mainly to 
the record size of 1975 harvests, 
according to USDA officials.

During the fall of 1972, 1 travelled for ten days on the 
airplane with the peripatetic Presidential candidate of the 
Democratic Party while his campaign plane hopped from 
airport to airport: Wheeling, San Diego, San Francisco, 
Denver, Philadelphia, Chicago, Dallas and Washington, 
D.C. It was a strangely surreal experience which had al­ 
most nothing to do with the Democratic Party as 1 thought I 
understood it at the time. We spent more than three- 
quarters o f our waking hours in transit above the clouds, 
most of the remaining hours we devoted to the ’visuals” 
that would appear that night on the little square box that 
stood in every living room in America. 
Modem technology has turned the modem political cam­ 
paign into a contest o f televised images. Personal contact 
with a few hundred voters or a dozen party members and 
leaders is considered frivolous compared with the task o f 
preparing for television appearances in which millions can 
be reached at once. 1 hus the most important contacts in 
each city were not the local political leaders but the local 
talk show hosts, the evening newscasters, the television 
producers. 
In San Diego we descended—TV cameras, newspaper­ 
men and staff—upon a small hospital where the candidate 
was programmed to demonstrate his concern for health 
' care. As we walked through the corridors, totally disrupting 
the routine of the patients, 1 heard one cameraman say to 
another: “ God, I’m really tired and don't feel like covering 
this event. I’d love to catch some sleep on the plane.” 
“ Well, why don't you?” the other responded. “ After all. 
we re going to a clinic in Denver this afternoon. All you 
have to do is to film the candidate there and call it San Diego 
on your tape. What difference does it m ake?” 


CAMPAIGNING BY MEDIA 


It is hard to see how the political party—classically de­ 
signed as a linkage betw een the candidates and the 
voters—fits into this style of campaigning. This is the age o f 
the direct primary where party leaders no longer control 
nominations and where the independent voter is rapidly 
replacing the party follower in numbers and importance to 
the candidates. 
In ten days the only direct relationship I observed be­ 
tween the people and the candidate that bore out my pre­ 
conceptions about campaigns was a large rally on the 
streets of San Francisco. The candidate rode in an open car, 
the crowd following him up the streets singing and respond­ 
ing to his rhetoric withjoyous enthusiasm. But my pleasure 
was not shared by the staff. Apparently the rally had begun 
too late in the afternoon to make the 6 p.m. news, and the 
participants were too passionate and unruly for the image of 
calm that was being projected that week upon the tube. 
How different this Presidential campaign from its coun­ 
terparts fifty or one hundred years ago! In the heyday of 
party influence following the Civil War the great majority of 
citizens identified with one or the other party. Politics then 
was like religion; it gave people a sense o f fraternity and a 
feeling of belonging which brought them to the polls in very 
high percentages. (The average turnout in the 19th century 
was 76% compared to less than 50% in the 20th.) And once 
they got to the polls, nine out of ten voted a straight party 
line. In that age of party faithful, the practice of splitting 
one's ticket (a common practice today) was not taken 
lightly. 
PRECINCT SERVICES 


The base of the modern American party system for the 
past century was the precinct organization. In the past, 
local party leaders directly controlled a number of tangible 
resources—the “ loaves and fishes” — skillfully distributed 
as rewards for the party’s faithful—jobs, foodbaskets, med­ 
ical care, legal assistance, scholarships, aid to the elderly. 
The ties between the citizen and the party were direct and 
personal. “ I think,” Lincoln Steffens wrote, “ that there's 
got to be in every ward somebody that any bloke can come 
to— and get help— no matter what he’s done. Help, you 
understand, none of your big law and justice, but help.’’ 
Today most party leaders no longer bring baskets of fo o d . 
to hungry families. N or do they deliver many jobs to the 
unemployed. All these services and more have been as­ 
sumed by the bureaucracy of the welfare state— the Social 
Security Administration, the Department of Health, Edu­ 
cation and Welfare, the Department of Labor. The Ameri­ 
can bureaucracy is a relatively new phenomenon. Even in 
1933 the total employment in the executive branch was less 
than 600,000, half of whom were in the post office. Today 
there were approximately 2l/i million civilian employees in 
the executive branch. 
Before the turn of the century, the members o f the federal 
bureaucracy were recruited by the spoils system; with 
every change in the Presidency, thousands of civil servants 
were displaced by the supporters of the new C hief Execu­ 
tive. This system was modified in 1883 with the passage o f 
the Pendleton Act, which created the Civil Service Com ­ 
mission and provided for the recruitment o f 10% of the 
employees by open competitive examination. Since then, 
as the expansion of governmental activities increasingly

revealed the inefficiencies o f the patronage system, that 
percentage has grown. Today more than 90% of the federal 
em ployees are chosen by the merit system. 


CHANGING PARTY STRUCTURE 


Replaced by the welfare state, deprived of patronage, 
stripped o f their nominating function, the modern political 
parties have changed almost beyond recognition. Today as 
many people classify themselves as independents as Re­ 
publicans or Democrats. Only 28% consider themselves 
strong party identifiers. And as party loyalty declines, tick­ 
et splitting goes up. In 1900 only three o f every 100 voters 
split their tickets; today nearly one-third o f the voters regu­ 
larly cross party lines. 
But the decline o f the party can only be understood in the 
larger context o f the loss o f community life in modem 
American society. The older political party drew its life­ 
blood from the ethnic alliances among a congeries o f local 
communities, from the social fact that the same families 
lived and worked in the same neighborhoods for genera­ 
tions. Today many o f those ethnic communities have been 
shattered by a confluence of social, political and economic 
forces; by the concentration o f industrial power and work in 
the city, by highways, urban renewal, and high rise dwell­ 
ings. We are becom ing, in the words o f the popular 
sociologist Vance Packard, ‘‘a nation o f strangers.” About 
40 million Americans change their home address at least 
once each year; the average American m oves about 14 
times in his lifetime. Today two out of three families are 
tom apart by divorce and more than two million sons and 
daughters voluntarily leave their homes and cross state

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FmHA enacts rules 
to aid rural banks

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
F arm ers Home Adm inistration, 
an agency of the A griculture 
D epartm ent, has put into effect 
new rule^ aimed at making it 
easier for sm all rural banks to 
finance business and industrial 
projects in their areas. 
Under 
the 
Rural 
Develop­ 
m ent Act of 1972, the F arm ers 
Home Adm inistration is author­ 
ized to guarantee up to 90 per 
cent of loans m ade by banks 
and other private lenders for 
business and industrial develop­ 
ment in all areas except cities 
of 50,000 population and larger. 
The 
new 
regulations, 
an­ 
nounced Tuesday by the agen­ 
cy, will allow lenders — mostly 
banks — to sell or assign part 
or all of the guaranteed portion 
of a loan as well as the guaran­ 
teed part to other investors. 
Previously 
a 
bank 
which 
m ade the loan had to handle it 
singly. Officials said that in 
m any cases sm all banks with 
lim ited capital and lending au ­ 
thority w ere reluctant to handle 
the guaranteed loans, thus forc­ 
ing potential borrow ers to look 
elsewhere 
The new rules, for exam ple, 
will enable a bank to use secon­ 
dary money m arkets such as 
private individuals and insur­ 
ance com panies and still play 
an active role in community de­ 
velopment 
objectives 
of 
the 
loan program . 
A spokesm an for the agency 
said the new rules were sought 
by banking groups. The new 
plan preserves the 90 per cent 
loan guarantee feature, m ean­ 


ing that if there are defaults 
the government is pledged to 
m ake good on the loans up to 
the am ount of the guarantee. 
Since the first loans w ere 
m ade 
in 
January' 
1974, 
the 
agency 
approved 
loan 
com ­ 
m itm ents of $635.7 million for 
1,155 projects through Nov. 30. 
Officials said there have been 
som e defaults but that those 
have am ounted to “ less than 1 
per cent” of the total. 
Although the loans are m ade 
by private lenders and do not 
involve appropriated taxpayer 
money. Congress sets the lend­ 
ing level annually. That is $350 
million 
for 
this 
fiscal 
year 
which will end next June 30, 
the sam e as in 1974-75. The lev 
el w’as $200 million in 1973-74, 
the first year of operation 
“ Regardless of whether he 
sells or retains part or all of 
the loan, the lender originating 
the loan is responsible for col­ 
lecting principal and interest 
and

Despite

enabling cities of up to 50,0(H) to 
qualify, officials said priority is 
given to loan applications for 
projects in “ open country, rural 
com m unities and towns of 25,- 
000 or less.“ 
The loans are not individually 
limited as to size and can run 
for as long as 30 years. Interest 
rates reflect the com m ercial 
money m arket and are arrived 
at between the lender and bor­ 
rower. No federal interest sub­ 
sidies are involved.

Sikeston woman ‘retires’ 


to solving geometric figures

Icosadodecahedron is not only 
a complicated-sounding word, 
but 
it 
is 
a 
com plicated 
geometrical 
figure 
to 
most 
people. But to Mrs. T.A. Martin, 
who 
has 
an 
unusual-but 
stimulating and “ compute ive”-- 
hobby, words such as that and 
the figures they represent are 
common. 
At age 76, Mrs. Martin feels a 
driving challenge and curiosity 
about geometric forms. She has 
been 
puzzling 
with 
mathematical forms for many 
years, but during the past 15 
years has been putting together 
all types of geometrical models 
‘ ‘just to satisfy my mind. ” 
“It’s a compulsion to m e,” 
Mrs. 
Martin 
says. 
“It’s 
something I have to do.” This 
compulsion has led to a houseful 
of models, books, pamphlets and 
clippings of all kinds on the 
subject. She now has about 150 
models-large and small-some 
made from cardboard, others 
from marbles and others from 
sticks or straws-and scores and 
scores of research material. 
Thinking 
back, she believes 
she 
always 
had 
a 
certain 
curiosity about mathematical 
forms, but about 15 years ago-at 
age 61-she began to feel the 
strong compulsion to satisy her 
mind’s 
curiosity 
and 
after 
searching she finally discovered 
materials with which to make 
the objects which until that time 
had been in her head or on 
paper. 
“We do not do much to develop 
spacial 
imagination 
in 
children,” Mrs. Martin believes, 
“and therefore, most people do 
not 
have 
good 
spacial 
imaginations.” 
She pointed out that most of 
art is done on a flat surface-on 
canvas or paper-during the 
school years. She admitted that 
sculDture is a form of spacial 


art, but believes that geometric 
figures may hold the key to 
development 
of 
a 
spacial 
imagination. 
Although she says that she 
does 
not 
have a detailed 
background or knowledge in 
mathematics-especially higher 
mathematics-anyone 
talking 
with her realizes that she is 
being modest about this fact. 
Her research and knowledge 
“learned by doing” has given 
her a knowledge in certain fields 
of the forms that many people 
who have studied math may not 
have. 
It is easy to get caught up in 
her enthusiasm for her hobby, 
even if one is not familiar with 
the concept. She does not force 
the subject on anyone, 
but 
anyone who is willing to learn 
can learn from her. Her ex­ 
planations of “how it was done” 
can make even the most com­ 
plicated forms sound relatively 
easy, although they still look 
almost impossible. 
Her hobby began with the 
basics, 
such 
as cubes 
and 
pyramids. At that time, she and 
her husband (now deceased) 
were living in Cape Girardeau 
and their home had an ac- 
coustical ceiling. 
She would 
hang homemade geometrical 
figures with a thumbtack from 
the ceilings in various rooms. 


“When I finished reading or 
something, I would look up and 
there they would be,” Mrs. 
Martin recalls. “That way I 
became familiar with them.” 


Getting 
familiar 
with 
the 
figures was important before 
really delving into the more 
complicated forms. Mrs. Martin 
is now so familiar with the basic 
forms that they are second 
nature to her. In fact, she is so 
familiar with most of the forms 
she had made through the years 
that she can call each by name 


and explain its makeup with 
little hesitation. 
Mrs. Martin explained that 
there are five regular convex 
solids, 
which 
have 
been 
recognized 
since 
early 
civilization. They include the 
pyramid (“ the structural basis 
of the universe” ), the cube, the 
octahedron, dodecahedron and 
icosahedron. 
The first form, the pyramid, is 
a tetrahedron (which means 
four faced) and is made up of 
four triangles. This gives it four 
faces 
and 
four vertices 
or 
corners and six edges. 
The second form, the cube 
(the only “space filler”—an 
object which will fill a space 
evenly), is composed of six 
squares. This figure has six 
faces, eight vertices and 12 
edges. 
The 
third 
form , 
an 
oc­ 
tahedron, has eight sides known 
as pentagons, six vertices and 12 
edges. 
Mrs. Martin points out that 
these first three forms all have 
the number six in common and 
therefore are of one family. 
The fourth basic form is the 
dodecahedron, 
which has 
12 
pentagons, 10 vertices and 20 
edges. And the final form is the 
cosahedron with 20 faces, 12 
vertices and 30 edges. 


She explained that these are 
the five basic forms from which 
most of her other forms are 
built. She calls them the basics 
because they are the only way 
those forms can be put together 
in a regular form. 


From these five basic forms, 
Mrs. Martin went on to make the 
spherical counterparts of the 
forms, demonstrating the totally 
different look the same form 
takes on. She also worked with 
stellated (or star-like) forms. 
To the untrained eye-and 
mavbe even to the trained eye- 


most of her figures look very 
complicated. She has even built 
some inside others, to show their 
relation. 
All her forms are done as 
precise as possible with the 
sam e length of edges. Some 
forms are larger than others 
only because of the number and 
types 
of 
figures 
used, 
not 
because 
those figures 
are 
larger. 
She 
explained 
that 
mathematically all figures must 
have a certain relationship to 
make the forms be true. 
Although she has never ac­ 
tually taught the subject, she 
has given special short courses 
and 
recently 
enlightened 
Sikeston High School students 
about 
her 
hobby 
in 
Mrs 
M argaret 
Coates, 
geometry 
classes. Mrs Coates reported 
that the class was delightful and 
Mrs. Martin left them “ in awe, 
wide-eyed, curious and with a 
m uch 
enlarged 
view 
of 
mathematical models.” 


Anyone who talks with Mrs. 
Martin about her unusual hobby 
comes away w ith the same view. 
She has absorbed as much 
information on the subject as 
she can and still searches for 
more. She plans to write about 
her research and findings in 
relationships 
between 
forms 
She says that in her research she 
has found no one place w here all 
this is written down and ex­ 
plained. 


Much of w hat she has learned 
has been learned through hard 
work and concentration....trying 
over and over again to put a 
single model together until she 
finally found the way it works. 
Her hobby has included hours of 
research, 
thinking, cutting 
pieces of cardboard to be used 
and measuring just the right 
relationships for the models and 
putting 
them 
together 
and 
reputting them together.

Consumers need to know 
Breakfast is underrated meal 
of credit industry changes 


JE F F E R S O N CITY - F or 
consum ers w ho use plastic as 
often 
as 
copper, 
silver 
or 
“ g reen ” in the m arketplace, two 
new federal laws effective this 
month m ay play im portant roles 
in the lives of these credit card 
carriers. O ther changes also a re 
being m ad e in the credit in­ 
dustry, and consum ers should 
be a w are of these. 
C redit consum ers will have 
certain adv an tag es under the 
F a ir Credit Billing Act 
This federal law is 
designed to insure that billing 
disputes a re handled prom ptly 
and resolved fairly, according to 
Alfred 
C.Sikes, 
director 
of 
Missouri D epartm ent of Con­ 
sum er Affairs. 
It requires the credit card 
c o m p a n y 
to 
resp o n d 
to 
a 
custom er com plaint within 30 
days and to settle a dispute 
within 90 days. The custom er 
must notify the com pany of the 
possible e rro r within 60 days 
after 
receiving 
the 
bill 
in 
question. 
While the dispute is being 
settled, 
the com pany cannot 
a ssess a finance charge on the 
amount in question or m ake 
reports 
of 
delinquent 
bills 
c o n c e rn in g 
the 
d is p u te d 
am ount. Credit card com panies

custom ers who might then be 
reluctant to use their credit 
cards. 
Another 
new 
federal 
law 
is 
the 
Equal 
Credit 
Opportunity-act. under this law, 
women m ay no longer be denied 
credit sim ply because they are 
women. Sex discrim ination is 
banned in the granting of credit. 
Though m any in the credit 
industry already have volun­ 
tarily m ade changes, both these 
federal law s should guarantee 
that all creditors com ply. In 
addition, the laws should m ake 
consum ers m ore aware of their 
rights. 
O ther changes are being m a d e 
by the industry itself. One m ajo r 
retailer has changed its credit 
policy using the average daily 
balance system . Many stores, 
however, 
assess the 
finance 
charge 
on 
the 
outstanding 
balance at the end of the billing 
period. 
The 
average 
daily 
balance is com puted by adding 
the actual am ounts outstanding 
each day 
during the 
billing 
period and dividing the su m by 
the

of days

If you m ake a paym en t 
during that tim e, your av e ra g e 
daily balance would reduce, and 
so would your finance charge.

This policy change presents 
another good reason why con­ 
sum ers should shop for credit as 
they do any other m erchandise. 
If you are shopping for a major 
item , the finance charge can 
m ake a significant difference in 
cost, so should be considered 
when com paring prices am ong 
stores. 
Study any credit contracts 
carefully; understand what it 
will m ean when you r bill com es. 
Compare the annual percentage 
ra te which shows you the cost of 
buying on credit.

If newspaper is used, roll 
several sheets make cone of 
desired height.

■ life without sunshine 


TULSA. Okla. AP - Two young 
sisters are condemned to a life 
without sunshine because the 
sun’s rays mean certain death 
for them. 
Terr. Addington. 12, and her 
10-year-old sister, Lisa, cannot 
let the sunlight touch them 
because their bodies are unable 
lo cope with the sun’s ultraviolet 
rays. 
“ Ultraviolet is harmful to all 
of us,’’ said Dr Pete Dosser, a 
dermatelogist and one of several 
doctors following the girls’ case 
“ But the normal body quickly 
and easily repairs the damage. 
1 he girls 
repair mechanisms 
are faulty.’’ 
This 
results 
in 
severe 
freckling which the girls have 
suffered since their first years. 
The freckles later turn into 
rough, scaly spots which in turn 
may develop into one of several 
form» of skin cancer. 
Dosser said skin cancer is 100 
per cent curable. But victims of 
the disease called xeroderma 
pigmentosa get so many tumors 
so young that jus* one 
over­ 
looked lesion can become fatal 
quickly if it spreads to the blood 
stream or brain, he said. 
There 
is no known cure for 
the disease and life expectancy 
based on the 50 or so previously 
recorded cases runs from 8 to 15 
\ ears. 
“ About 
the only 
form 
of 
treatment we know of is ab­ 
solute avoidance of sunlight and 
frequent operatioas to remove 
the skin tumors as they crop 
up." Dosser said. 
Dosser estimates Terri has 
had some 200 to 300 skin tumors 
removed, mostly from her face, 
neck and arms, during the last 
seven years. 
She 
has 
had 
two 
major 
operations for removal of large 
growths, one the size of a fist, in 
the last two months, and is 
scheduled for surgery again 
Friday. 
Lisa has also had several 
lesions removed, but her case is 
not as advanced as Terri’s was 
at the same age. 
Their parents , Bille Ritchie 


and 
Edward Addington, are 
both carriers of the disease but 
show none of its symptoms 
The parents were divorced 
several years ago. Addington 
has remarried and has a 4 year 
old daughter who does not have 
the disease. 
Barred from going outdoors, 
the world for Terri and Lisa has 
shrunk 
to a 
modest 
three- 
bedroom 
mobile home 
they 
share with their mother on 
Tulsa’s east side. Even that 
world is in jeopardy, however 
Mrs. Ritchie lost her job in a 
supermarket 
in 
October 
for 
absenteeism, just three weeks 
after buying the new home and 
spending ‘every cent I could 
scrape up to make the move. 
“ The store was real nice about 
it. I had no hard feelings toward 
then, but Terri’s conditon is 
requiring 
more and 
more 
frequent 
trips 
to Children's 
Medical Center in Oklahoma 
City. 
“ Who I am bitter toward is 
the unemployment office They 
told me I wouldn’t get any 
unemployment 
benefits 
for 
several weeks because I was 
fired lor misconduct.’ I tried to 
explain to them why I had to 
miss work but they didn’t care." 
Mrs. Ritchie has no medical 
insurance and the girls are 
uninsurable, hut the medical 
center is absorbing the cost of 
their care, she said.

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The Ghost of 


Christmas Past

At eleven thirty on Christmas Eve of 1966, in 
Vietnam, I stood in the Officers' Club known as 
the Red Bull Inn. It was maintained by the 1st 
Aviation Brigade, and the Brigade was having a 
Christmas Party.

"Let's give it to the Cong as a Christmas 
present," I suggested. 
"It's a sky-spy," he said. 
Sky-spies were loaded with electronic gear, 
and the word was that when one of them went 
down, they would have to be evacuated im­ 
mediately, no matter what. Reluctantly, . I left 
the party and headed for the SHELIA KAY. 
The lights of Saigon fell behind us shortly after 
we took off, and there was nothing left of the 
Christmas spirit except the beauty of the ground, 
3500 feet below. The moon had painted the 
country side with soft, golden strokes, and 
subdued highlights accented the velvet-like 
textures of the night. 
We tuned AFN in on the radio to listen to the 
Christmas story. It was punctuated frequently 
by Christmas Carols, but rather than being a 
comfort, it was a painful reminder that home 
was 10,000 miles away. 
"How are we going to find them?" someone 
asked. "We didn't even get co-ordinates." 
"There is a gun-ship, Top Tiger 3, on station. 
He's going to drop a flare. Keep looking east, 
you'll see the flare, it'll be like a bright star," 
someone answered. 
"When they had heard the king, they departed, 
and lo, the star, which they saw in the east, went 
before them till it came and stood over where the 
young child was," the AFN announcer said, 
reading the Christmas Story. 
This isn't anything new, I thought. I had gone 
12 years without a Christmas at home. This 
would be no different from any of the others. 
Like Ebeneezer Scrooge, I was visited by the 
Ghost of Christmas Past. I could see myself at a 
desk during the long hours of Duty Officer while 
snow fell in the mountains of Bavaria. Or, in a 
cold, tin shack on the side of a wind-swept hill in 
Korea, while outside the plastic window a car­ 
dboard Santa-Claus face danced incongruously 
from the top strand of a barbed wire fence. 
I forced myself to abandon such thoughts, and 
returned my attention to the job at hand. It was 
dark inside the ship, except for the subdued red 
glow from the night lamps on the instrument 
panel.

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Ford denounces 
Cuban and Soviet 
actions in Angola 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Pres­ 
ident Ford said Saturday that 
Cuba’s decision to send troops 
into Angola “ends any efforts 
at all to have friendly rela­ 
tions” with the Cuban govern­ 
ment and that Soviet inter­ 
ference in Angola “doesn’t help 
the continuation of detente.” 
He declared it is “unwise and 
very harmful for any power 
such as the Soviet Union and 
Cuba to try to dominate any 
government in that country.” 
At an impromptu news con­ 
ference. Ford also said: 
—He will sign the $18 billion 
tax bill approved by Congress 
Friday and he will propose a 
further tax cut of $10 billion. 
He said this would require 
equal spending restraints by 
Congress. 
—He will run on his own 
record in 1976 as president, and 
" I’m convinced we re in good 
shape in most states and we 
are working to improve where 
we re not.” 
—He expects to make his fi­ 
nal decision Monday on wheth­ 


er to sign an energy bill. He 
has not decided whether to sign 
a bill expanding labor picketing 
rights. 
Ford’s rem arks on Angola 
came one day after the Senate 
cut off all funds in a defense 
appropriations bill that would 
allow the Central Intelligence 
Agency to aid one of the anti- 
Soviet factions in Angola. 
Ford said Saturday that the 
Senate action has "seriously 
undercut" U.S. efforts to try to 
get diplomatic moves to end 
foreign intervention and help 
settle the war in that African 
nation. 
Ford estimated that Cuba has 
sent from 4,000 to 6,000 troops 
to the African country to help 
out the pro-Soviet faction in the 
civil war. 
“The action of the Cuban 
government in sending combat 
troops to Angola has destroyed 
any opportunity for improve­ 
ment 
of 
relations 
with the 
United States," he declared 
Ford said the issue is to 
make sure that the people of 


Angola can “decide their own 
fate" and establish their own 
government. 
He charged that the Soviet 
Union had been spending $100 
million or more in Angola and 
this "certainly doesn’t help the 
continuation of detente.” The 
intervention of the Soviets an 
Cubans was “a setback for the 
people in Angola." 
Ford mamtained that con­ 
gressional action "has tied our 
hands" and called it a "serious 
m istake” for the United States 
which he said "should have 
flexibility” in helping people of 
other nations decide their own 
fate. 
Ford repeated what he said 
in an earlier statement after 
the Senate voted Friday to cut 
off funds for U.S. aid in Angola, 
that countries that depend on 
the United States would lose 
faith in this nation to help them 
under similar circumstances. 
He declined to discuss what 
actions the United States has 
been taking in Angola, except 
to emphasize that the United 


States has never had any in­ 
tention of sending American 
military personnel to Angola 
and that the United States has 
been conducting a “ legitimate 
covert operation" there. 
When asked why his adminis­ 
tration 
had 
not 
previously 
spelled out the situation in An­ 
gola 
and 
its own activities 
there, Ford said “the President 
just shouldn’t discuss it publi­ 
cly” in detail. 


Regarding a recent Gallup 
poll that showed him trailing 
former California Gov. Ronald 
Reagan. Ford said, “The final 
answer comes in the ballot 
box " Ford said he was making 
great progress in solving eco­ 
nomic problems and in foreign 
policy, and his reord in office 
“will be the test, not any poll ” 
On primaries, Ford said he 
has “a lot of open dates” in the 
months ahead and “ I’ll do what 
I can” on campaigning But he 
added that he feels it is his pri­ 
mary responsibility to concen­ 
trate on presidential duties

sense, a phenomenon that leaps 
the walls of separation and 
loneliness, that fuses our par­ 
tialities and contrariness into 
wholeness, that joins the frag­ 
ments of life into a new, unify­ 
ing identity. 
“ A 
great 
mystery,”

apostle Paul said of it in per­ 
plexity. 
It is highly paradoxical, self­ 
directing, yet other-directing; 
seeking, yet accepting; asser­ 
tive, yet responsive; giving, yet 
receiving; enigmatic, yet en­ 
lightening; subtle, yet robust; 
in time, yet out of time; odd 
and funny, yet fundamental and 
sublime. 
When genuine, it cannot be 
willed, forced or rationalized; 
yet it has a will, force and wis­ 
dom (if its own. If calculated or 
labored at, it's lost; if grasped 
for, it's gone. In essence, it 
cannot be done; it acts of itself, 
an award, a grace, with its own 
life. 
It is the occasion that reveals 
what persons really are at root, 
not herselfs, not himselfs in iso­ 
lation, but beings in relation. It

and beyond that. 
Among mortals, it “ is the 
profoundest union of all,” says 
philosopher John B. Gruenen- 
felder.

summates love"; it “ is a unity 
itself.” A “ mutual completion," 
say Catholic educators Mary P. 
and John J Ryan. Theologian 
\lan Watts says it is “ the most 
vivid psychic interchange,” as 
if

new 
identity 
were 
formed.” Sociologist-marriage 
counselor David R. Mace calls 
it “ an incarnation of love.” 
That, in a fuller sense, also is 
the occurrence of Christmas, 
the advent of Jesus, the in­ 
carnation of God's love within 
humanity. 
Sexual union, of course, is on 
a subsidiary, instable level, a 
passing reflection in miniature, 
as some analysts regard it. Yet 
-trangely. in its authenticity, it 
exceeds in moments the indi­ 
vidualities of either partner or 
tht sum of both in a greater, 
surpassing awareness - what 
the fxtets call ecstasy or rap- 
tnr , a glimpse of perfection 
that irradiates everything else 
and all: that brings a sense of 
oneness with the universe. 
An echo of divine beat­ 
itude,” says French theologian

fecting force . . . It sanctifies 
man in the depth of his being.” 
i ncoloeian Watts terms it a

“ mystical, 
self-transcending 
quality” that transports the 
persons beyond themselves. It 
"is related to the mystery of 
life,” says Lutheran theologian- 
sociologist Harold Haas. “ In 
tb's 
experience 
we 
become 
dimly aware of the meaning of 
existence.” 
It also is the potential time of 
a miracle — the seeding of new- 
life, of two lives combined into 
one issuing into another. 
These aspects, in some cul­ 
tures and periods, have led to 
sex being elevated to the status 
of “ gods" or “ goddesses,” the 
cults of sacred sexuality and 
fertility that proliferated over 
the ancient Near Fast in divi­ 
nities such as Dionysus, earth- 
mother Cybele, Ishtar and As- 
tarte, with their temple prosti­ 
tutes and orgiastic worship. 
They involved an idolatry of 
sex. indiscriminate, imperson­ 
al, treating it not as a deeply 
binding means of interpersonal 
union, but as a vague end in 
itself, much like modern hedon­ 
ists. 
“ Astarte still is alive and 
well 
in 
heavily 
secularized 
garb,” says sociologist Peter 
Berger, citing the contempo­ 
rary therapies and systems 
that treat sex as a precision 
mechanism and sensation as 
salvation. “ To an extent, it < As- 
tartismi has become the ideolo- 
gv of the sexual revolution.' " 
Its casual “ hail-and-farewell” 
kind of sex is far removed from 
a dedicated, durable marriage, 
in which two distinct person­ 
alities become “ one flesh,” as 
Scripture puts it In fact, the 
current meandering sex is seen 
by 
psychologists 
and 
theo­ 
logians as the major, destruc­ 
tive threat to sexual potentia­ 
lities. Two can’t become one in 
a process of blurred, variable 
identities. 
But in its true mode, the sex­ 
ual tie is regarded in Judeo- 
Christian thought as somehow 
mirroring, on a human plane, 
the totally loving part of God 
and its outpouring for people. 
The great Protestant theo­ 
logian, Karl Barth, maintained 
that God's divinity, with its in­ 
clusive. interacting community 
of being, corresponded with the 
sexual union of a man and 
woman, by which they together 
make up an inclusive “ new 
whole” that reflects the divine 
image in which they 
were 
created. 
“ Man is directed to woman 
and woman to man, each being 
for the other a horizon and 
focus . 
. each being for the 
other a center and source," 
Barth wrote. “ This mutual ori­ 


entation constitutes the being of 
each. It is always in relation to 
their opposite that man and 
woman are what they are in 
themselves." 
In the Christian concept. God 
exists “ in relationship and fel­ 
lowship," Barth notes, a trinity 
of being, and humanity was 
created in that “ image, as 
male and female." While their 
union offers a glimpse of holi­ 
ness. he says, they still long for 
full completion in company 
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with God. the third part of their 
own ultimately triune being. 
Theologian-counselor Dwight 
H. Small says “ God’s triune 
being is thus the original, the 
model, over against which man 
is the image.” Theologian Nor­ 
man Pittenger says “ sexuality 
is a grounding for response to 
God in love, and hence a clue 
to the nature of God himself as 
love.” 
W h i l e 
divine 
love 
is 
f r e q u e n t l y described as 
“ agape,” an utterly self-giving, 
spontaneous, 
outgoing, 
free 
kind of love, human love pri­ 
marily is considered “ eros,” a 
desiring, searching love seeking 
completion of itself in another 
through sexual union and in 
other ways. 
The word, sex, comes from a 
Latin root, “ secare,” meaning 
cut apart, not whole, not suf­ 
ficient to himself or herself 
alone. Plato pictured “ eros” as 
hunting the other half of the 
original androgyne, the my­ 
thological creature half male 
and half female. In any case, 
the drive is for the other, an 
impetus also expressed in work 
and play, in creativity, justice, 
harmony, 
beauty 
and other 
qualities of wholeness ( holi­ 
ness). 
Sexuality intertwines all of 
these dimensions in varying de­ 
grees. in the interchange of 
men 
and 
women 
through 
speech, gestures, cooperation, 
in a wide range of associations 
and responsibilities. Sex be­ 
longs to the whole person, psy­ 
chologically, emotionally and 
spiritually, and cannot be set 
apart 
or 
compartmentalized 
w ithout depleting integrity. 
Most relationships generally 
involve another kind of love, 
“ philia,” or friendship. But all 
loving is sexual, since men and 
women are sexed persons, with 
differing kinds of love in differ­ 
ing relationships. It involves all 
deep contacts in which sharing 
and give-and-take participation 
are at 
work. 
Sexual 
inter­ 
dependence characterizes the 
entire human enterprise. 
It is “ an expression of some­ 
thing which runs through the 
whole creation,” observes theo­ 
logian Pittenger, a “ mutual, 
pervasive . . . give-and-take at 
every level.” 
Between a man and wife, 
sexual union is not simply in­ 
tercourse. Rather, it pervades 
their whole relationship, in mu­ 
tual help, counsel, companion­ 
ship, in joys and sorrows. It is 
a diffused sexuality, coexten­ 
sive with personalities, spon­ 
taneous, with few imperatives,

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integrated into the framework 
of living. 
Set “ cannot be separated — 
witlout incurring natural penal- 
ties — from love, honor, duty, 
lt>alty, sacrifice, ‘for better or 
Aorse, for richer or poorer, in 
sickness and in health,’ ” says 
Harvard 
theologian 
Harvey 
Cox. 
In that context, church think­ 
ers have compared sexual un­ 
ion not only to the interflowing 
richness of God, but also to the 
unity of divine and human na­ 


tures in Christ, to the soul’s un­ 
ity with God, and also to the 
bond between Christ and the 
church, a symbolism frequent 
in Scripture. 
The apostle Paul, in using it, 
offers a moving portrayal of 
the husband-wife relationship in 
Ephesians 5, despite its con­ 
troversial overtones of male 
headship: 
‘The husband is the head of 
the wife as Christ is the head of 
the church . . . Even so, hus­ 
bands should love their wives 
as their own bodies. He who 


loves his wife loves himself. 
For no man ever hates his own 
flesh, but nourishes it and cher­ 
ishes it, as Christ does the 
church, because we are mem­ 
bers of his body.” 
While 
the 
spiritual 
con­ 
notations 
of 
sexuality 
may 
seem far-fetched to the nonre­ 
ligious, a September, 1975, Red- 
book magazine report of a sur­ 
vey of 18,349 women found that 
the greater the intensity of a 
woman’s religious convictions, 
the likelier she is to be “ highly 
satisfied’’ with sex in marriage. 
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It was a consistent pattern, 
puzzling to the surveyors, but 
in line with the high value 
Judeo-Christianity puts on sex. 
“ The sacramental conception 
of sex has been largely neg­ 
lected in the modern world," 
s a y s 
noted 
theologian-psy- 
chologist Seward Hiltner, but 
he adds that it is vital to sound 
t h e o l o g y . 
T h e o l o g i a n - 
sociologist Dwight H, 
Small 
says: “ Sexuality belongs to the 
mystery of divine revelation." 
Like other sacramental acts, 
it is an outward sign of an in­ 
ward, spiritual grace. 
It is an extraordinary endow­ 
ment. a marvelously commu­ 
nicative channel, a power, a 
vulnerability, an adoration, a 
gift, an offering, a dance, a cel- 
e b r a t i o n . It is unusual, 
unexplainable, 
strange. 
“ We 
can truly say that our sexuality 
does not belong to us at all," 
s a y s 
psychologist 
Robert 
Grimm. “ It belongs to that oth­ 
er person in and through whom 
it fulfills itself.” 
At its melting, interfusing 
height, the sexual tie not only 
has its splendor, a knowing be­ 
yond knowing, but it also has 
been likened to the Christian 
concept of crucifixion and re­ 
surrection, to a total abandon­ 
ment and giving up of self, a 
sort of dying from which a 
greater life emerges renewed. 
The death is figurative, of 
course. 
Psychoanalyst 
Rollo 
May says it is to be “ thrown 
from a previous state of exis­ 
tence into a void . .. Nothing 
looks the same . . . The world 
is annihilated 
. 
We give up 
our own center," hoping for a 
new world, a new existence. It 
is the razor’s edge, a dizzying 


balance of anxiety and joy. 
But “ a sharing takes place 
which is a new gestalt, a new 
being, a new field of magnetic 
force," May says. “ A shift in 
consciousness seems to occur 
. . . the awareness of separate­ 
ness is lost, blotted out in a 
cosmic feeling of oneness with* 
nature." 
Psychoanalyst Erich Fromm 
says that sexual intercourse 
brings a super-rational way of 
knowing, beyond thoughts, a 
knowing that “ I know’ you, I 
know myself," recognizing that 
only in that knowledge is life 
possible. “ The act transcends 
thoughts; it transcends words." 
In the aftermath, there is a 
sense of clarity and peace, of a 
remarkably changed, yet un­ 
changed world, an impression 
that the everyday world is a di­ 
vine world, that the simplest 
sights and sounds are beautiful 
and enough, a joyful blessed­ 
ness in belonging together, a 
glow expanding outward to the 
world. 
Yet there also is a faint sad­ 
ness, a distant awareness that 
with all the plenitude and se­ 
renity of human love, it is not 
the full and ultimate commu- 
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nion, that we still, finaily, are— 
imperfectly alone, that we need 
Another. 
* 
The late Catholic priest-pa* 
leontologist, Teilhard de Char­ 
din, saw sexuality as the "life­ 
blood" of spiritual evolution ad­ 
vancing toward full integration 
through final, transcendent un­ 
ion with God. 
Jesus once remarked that in 
the resurrected future, persons 
“ neither marry nor are given 
in marriage, but are like the 
angels in heaven." But nothing 
is said about whether angelic 
existence involves sexuality or 
parallels to it. 
Episcopal theologian Robert 
F. Capon in his novel, “ Exit 
36,” envisions an eternity in 
which sexuality is truly liber­ 
ated and comprehensive, in 
trust, understanding, responsi­ 
bility and freedom.

After farming until the age of 
21, Halford decided there was

everyone else were wearing 
until fully worn out in 1925 
He then sold the two mules 
and other farm equipment he 
had and made a down payment 
on a shoe repair shop in his 
home town of Clifton, Tenn. 
At that time, Halford said 


there was no electricity in the 
town and he had to use a 
gasoline engine to power all of 
his machinery 
In 1932, Halford and his wife 
Cora, 
along with 
their 
two 
daughters 
moved 
to 
Oran, 
where he bought a shoe repair 
business in a store operated by 
the late William “ Bill" Maddox. 
Halford said shoes were made 
better in those days, being all 
leather with rubber heels Most 
of the soles at that time had to be 
nailed on, you didn't have to 
worry about cement, paper or 
plastic, he said 


With the start of World War 
II in 1941 and the shortage of 
leather 
and 
shoe 
repairing 
metal, he closed his shop, stored 
all of the equipment and he and 
his family then left Oran and 
went to Ft. Leonard Wood where 
he worked for the Civil Service 
in a shoe repair shop on the 
Army base. 
At that time the shop was 
repairing about 1,500 pairs of 
shoes a day with the help of 
Italian and German prisoners 
who were used as laborers 
Halford recalls that those were 
very

credit. 


Or, let’s say you have just had 
a very good year; your 1975 
income promises to be well 
above what you expect to make 
next year. How about trying to 
delay some of your earnings 
until after the first of the year, 
or 
prepaying 
some of next 
[year’s 
deductible 
expenses 
I now? 


The CPAs advise that not all 
bills 
can 
be 
prepaid 
with 
Internal Revenue blessing, but 
among those that can are cer­ 
tain 
state 
and 
local 
taxes, 
charitable 
contributions 
and 
som e interest payments made 
no more than a year in advance. 


Most medical bills can’t be 
prepaid, but there’s nothing to 
prevent you from paying now 
every penny of medical ex­ 
penses you presently owe, and 
the CPAs recommend that you 
Jo so, especially if those ex­ 


penses exceed the excludable 
first three per cent of adjusted 
gross income. 
After roughly assessing their 
tax situation, taxpayers with 
investments in securities may 
be prompted to make changes in 
their portfolios to balance out 
capital gains and losses 
The 
CPAs believe wise investors 
avoid buying or selling for tax 
reasons 
alone; 
sound 
in­ 
vestment considerations should 
also support such a move. 
And, they add, don’t forget 
that a purchase or sale of a 
security takes five working days 
to carry out, and if you wait too 
long, the transaction may occur 
in 1976 rather than 1975. 


How about those individual 
retirement accounts, into which 
persons not already covered by 
a pension or profit-sharing plan 
can put aside part of their in­ 
come and pay no taxes on it until 
it is withdrawn? 


If you are eligible, consider 
establishing an IRA at once, say 
the CPAs, for in the closing days 
of the year you can set aside the 
full amount permitted for all of 
1975. 


The same is true of gifts to 
your children or others. There is 
a $3,000 annual limit on the 
amount 
that 
can 
be 
given 
without paying taxes, and if you 
don’t make the 1975 gift this 
month, the tax break for the 
year is lost. 


Incidentally, if you do make 
the gift now, make sure your 
check is cashed this year. To 
avoid having to ask the recipient 
to hurry to his bank, just have 
the check certified; that causes 
it to be debited to your account 
at once. 


Those are just a few of the 
reasons for looking into your tax 
situation now, according to the 
CPA Society. Painful as the 
process may be, it can pay big 
dividends And, the CPAs add, 
digging 
out 
your 
canceled 
checks, bank deposit slips and 
other documents well in ad­ 
vance of income tax filing time 
can help you organize your 
records to simplify and speed 
the filing process

years of financial setbacks, the

earlier levels ever since 1973 as 
producers cut back because of 
high costs in relation to live­ 
stock price« 
Now, with bumper grain har­ 
vests and lower feed costs, 
feedlots are showing more ac­ 
tivity 
Also, cattle prices are 
much higher than they were a 
year ago or early in 1975. 
The seven-state report also 
showed that placements of new 
cattle in feedlots last month to­ 
taled 1,955,000 head, up 47 per 
cent from November of 1974. 
Officials said the seven states 
included in the monthly survey 
account for about one-third of 
the nation’s grain-fed beef. 
According to Agriculture De­ 
partment analysts, the 25 per 
cent increase in the Dec. 1 in­ 
ventory was about in line with 
what had been expected. They 
also say the momentum will 
continue well into next year if 
prices hold up. 
Meanwhile, 1975 total beef 
output is estimated to be up 
about 5 per cent from last year, 
but all of the gain stems from

A record 1975 wheat harvest 
had been forecast by USD A for 
some months. The new esti­ 
mate, however, was the depart­ 


ment’s first since Oct. 10 and 
was about four million bushels 
below the October prediction. 
The Crop Reporting Board 
said further that winter wheat 
planted this fall for harvest 
next summer was in generally 
“fair to excellent’’ condition as 


of Dec. 1 but that some areas, 
particularly in the southern 
Plains, were short of moisture.

During the fall of 1972, 1 travelled for ten days on the 
airplane with the peripatetic Presidential candidate of the 
Democratic Party while his campaign plane hopped from 
airport to airport: Wheeling, San Diego, San Francisco, 
Denver, Philadelphia, Chicago, Dallas and Washington, 
D C. It was a strangely surreal experience which had al­ 
most nothing to do with the Democratic Party as I thought I 
understood it at the time. We spent more than three- 
quarters of our waking hours in transit above the clouds; 
most of the remaining hours we devoted to the “ visuals" 
that would appear that night on the little square box that 
stood in every living room in America. 
M odem technology has turned the modem political cam ­ 
paign into a contest of televised images. Personal contact 
with a few hundred voters or a dozen party members and 
leaders is considered frivolous compared with the task of 
preparing for television appearances in which millions can 
be reached at once. Thus the most important contacts in 
each city were not the local political leaders but the local 
talk show hosts, the evening newscasters, the television 
producers. 
In San Diego we descended—TV cameras, newspaper­ 
men and staff—upon a small hospital where the candidate 
.was programmed to demonstrate his concern for health 
' care. As we walked through the corridors, totally disrupting 
the routine of the patients, 1 heard one cameraman say to 
another: “ God. I'm really tired and don't feel like covering 
this event. I’d love to catch some sleep on the plane." 
"W ell, v*hy don’t you?" the other responded. “ After all. 
we re going to a clinic in Denver this afternoon. All you 
have to do is to film the candidate there and call it San Diego 
on your tape. What difference does it m ake?" 


CAMPAIGNING BY MEDIA 
It is hard to see how the political party—classically de­ 
signed as a linkage betw een the candidates and the 
voters—tits into this style ofcampaigning T his is the age of 
the direct primary where party leaders no longer control 
nominations and where the independent voter is rapidly 
replacing the party follower in numbers and importance to 
the candidates. 
In ten days the only direct relationship I observed be­ 
tween the people and the candidate that bore out my pre­ 
conceptions about campaigns was a large rally on the 
streets of San Francisco. The candidate rode in an open car, 
the crowd following him up the streets singing and respond­ 
ing to his rhetoric with joyous enthusiasm But rny pleasure 
was not shared by the staff. Apparently the rally had begun 
too late in the afternoon to make the 6 p.m. news, and the 
participants were too passionate and unruly for the image of 
calm that was being projected that week upon the tube. 
How different this Presidential campaign from its coun­ 
terparts fifty or one hundred years ago! In the heyday of 
party influence following the Civil War the great majority of 
citizens identified with one or the other party. Politics then 
was like religion; it gave people a sense of fraternity and a 
feeling ot belonging w hich brought them to the polls in very 
high percentages. (The average turnout in the 19th century 
was 76' t compared to less than 5(YyA in the 20th.) And once 
they got to the polls, nine out of ten voted a straight party 
line In that age of party faithful, the practice of splitting 
one's ticket (a common practice today) was not taken 
lightly. 
PRECINCT SERVICES 
I he base of the modern American party system for the 
past century was the precinct organization. In the past, 
local party leaders directly controlled a number of tangible 
resources—the “ loaves and fishes"— skillfully distributed 
as rewards for the party’s faithful—jobs, foodbaskets, med­ 
ical care, legal assistance, scholarships, aid to the elderly. 
I he ties between the citizen and the party were direct and 
personal. " I think," Lincoln Steffens wrote, "that there's 
got to be in every ward somebody that any bloke can come 
to—and get help— no matter what he’s done Help, you 
understand, none of your big law and justice, hut help " 
Today most party leaders no longer bring baskets of food. 
to hungry families. Nor do they deliver many jobs to the 
unemployed. All these services and more have been as­ 
sumed by the bureaucracy of the welfare state—the Social 
Security Administration, the Department of Health, Edu­ 
cation and Welfare, the Department of Labor. The Ameri­ 
can bureaucracy is a relatively new phenomenon. Fven in 
1933 the total employment in the executive branch was less 
than 600.000. half of whom were in the post office. Today 
there were approximately 2Vi million civilian employees in 
the executive branch 
Before the turn of the century, the members of the federal 
bureaucracy were recruited by the spoils system; with 
every change in tire Presidency, thousands of civil servants 
were displaced by the supporters of the new Chief Execu­ 
tive. I his system was modified in 1883 with the passage of 
the Pendleton Act, which created the Civil Service Com ­ 
mission and provided for the recruitment of 10^ of the 
employees by open competitive examination. Since then, 
as the expansion of governmental activities increasingly

revealed the inefficiencies of the patronage system, that 
percentage has grown. Today more than 9(TT of the federal 
employees are chosen by the merit system. 


CHANGING PARTY STRUCTURE 
Replaced by the welfare state, deprived of patronage, 
stripped of their nominating function, the modern political 
parties have changed almost beyond recognition. Today as 
many people classify themselves as independents as Re­ 
publicans or Democrats. Only 28% consider themselves 
strong party identifiers And as party loyalty declines, tick­ 
et splitting goes up. In 19(H) only three of every 100 voters 
split their tickets; today nearly one-third of the voters legu- 
larly cross party lines. 
But the decline o f the party can only be understood in the 
larger context of the loss of community life in modem 
American society. The older political party drew its life­ 
blood from the ethnic alliances among a congeries o f local 
communities, from the social fact that the same families 
lived and worked in the same neighborhoods for genera­ 
tions. Today many of those ethnic communities have been 
shattered by a confluence of social, political and economic 
forces; by the concentration o f industrial power and work in 
the city, by highways, urban renewal, and high rise dwell­ 
ings. We are becoming, in the words o f the popular 
sociologist Vance Packard, “ a nation of strangers." About

times in his lifetime. Today two out of three families are

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FmHA enacts rules 
to aid rural hanks 
The pastor speaks 
The rising of the day star 


WASHINGTON <AP> - The 
Farm ers Home Administration, 
an agency of the Agriculture 
Department, has put into effect 
new rules aimed at making it 
easier for small rural hanks to 
finance business and industrial 
projects in their areas. 
Under the Rural Develop­ 
ment Act of 1972, the Farm ers 
Home Administration is author­ 
ized to guarantee up to 90 per 
cent ot loans made by banks 
and other private lenders for 
business and industrial develop 
ment in all areas except cities 
of 50,000 population ami larger 
The 
new 
regulations, 
an­ 
nounced Tuesday by the ugen 
cy, will allow lenders 
mostly 
banks — to sell or assign part 
or all of the guaranteed portion 
of a loan as well as the guaran­ 
teed part to other investors. 
Previously, 
a 
bank which 
made the loan had to handle it 
singly. Officials said that in 
many cases small hanks with 
limited capital and lending au­ 
thority were reluctant to handle 
the guaranteed loans, thus forc­ 
ing potential borrowers to look 
elsewhere 
The new rules, for example, 
w ill enable a bank to use secon­ 
dary money markets such as 
private individuals and insur­ 
ance companies and still play 
an active role in community de­ 
velopment 
objectives of the 
loan program. 
A spokesman for the agency 
said the new rules were sought 
by banking groups 
The new 
plan preserves the 90 per cent 
loan guarantee feature, mean- 
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ing that if there are defaults 
the government is pledged tc 
make good on the loans up to 
the amount of the guarantee, 
Since the first loans were 
made in January 1974, 
the 
agency approved loan com­ 
mitments of $635.7 million for 
1,155 projects through Nov. 30. 
Officials said there have been 
some defaults but that those 
have amounted to “less than 1 
per cent” of the total. 
Although the loans are made 
by private lenders ami do not 
involve appropriated taxpayer 
money. Congress sets the lend­ 
ing level annually. That is $350 
million 
for this fiscal year 
which will end next June 30, 
the same as in 1974-75. The lev 
el was $200 million in 1973-74, 
the first year of operation 
"Regardless of whether he 
sells or retains part or all of 
the loan, the lender originating 
the loan is responsible for col­ 
lecting principal and interest 
and otherwise servicing the 
loan,” 
the Home 
Adminis­ 
tration said 


Also, 
the new 
regulations 
stipulate that the lender must 
notify 
the administration 
in 
case of default and “has first 
responsibility for buying back 
the parts of a loan" which had 
been sold or assigned to secon­ 
dary investors 


Despite 
the 
provision 
for 
enabling cit ies of up to 50.000 to 
qualify, officials said priority is 
given to loan applications for 
projects m "open country, rural 
communities and towns of 25,- 
000 or less.” 
The loans are not individually 
limited as to size and can run 
for as long as 30 years. Interest 
rates reflect the commercial 
money market and are arrived 
at between the lender and bor­ 
rower No federal interest sub­ 
sidies are involved.

After about 15 years of satisfying her mind concerning composition of and 
relationships between geometric forms, Mrs. T. A. Martin has made about 150 of the 
forms using several different materials. In the top photo, Mrs. Martin holds one form 
which baffled her for quite a while with its composition. However, it was possible and 
was made with cardboard shapes connected with rubber bands. It now stands with 
other forms in her basement. In addition to cardboard, Mrs. Martin has made figures - 
some spherical - with straws and connectors. She finds that the latter figures are 
easier to make when hanging from the ceiling. No matter what they are made from all 
of her figures are carefully planned and relationships cautiously thought out to make 
them as accurate as possible. 


Sikeston woman ‘retires’ 


to solving geometric figures

Icosadodecahedron is not only 
a complicated-sounding word,

people. But to Mrs. T.A. Martin, 
who 
has 
an 
u n u sual-but 
stimulating and “compulsive"- 
hobby, words such as that and 
the figures they represent are 
common. 
At age 76, Mrs. Martin feels a 
driving challenge and curiosity 
about geometric forms. She has 
been 
puzzling 
with 
mathematical forms for many 
years, but during the past 15 
years has been putting together 
all types of geometrical models 
"just tosatisfy my mind." 
"It’s a compulsion to m e," 
Mrs. 
M artin 
says. 
" I t ’s 
something I have to do.” This 
compulsion has led to a houseful 
of models, books, pamphlets and 
clippings of all kinds on the 
subject. She now has about 150 
models-large and sm all-som e 
made from cardboard, others 
from marbles and others from 
sticks or straw s-and scores and 
scores of research material. 
Thinking 
back, she believes 
she 
always 
had 
a 
certain 
curiosity about mathematical 
forms, but about 15 years ago--at 
age 61-she began to feel the 
strong compulsion to satisy her 
mind’s 
curiosity 
and 
after 
searching she finally discovered 
materials with which to make 
the objects which until that time 
had been in her head or on 
paper. 
"We do not do much to develop 
spacial 
im agination 
in 
children," Mrs. Martin believes, 
"and therefore, most people do 
not 
have 
good 
spacial 
imaginations." 
She pointed (Hit that most of 
art is done on a flat surface-on 
canvas or paper-during the 
school years. She admitted that 
sculDture is a form of spacial 


art, but believes that geometric 
figures may hold the key to 
developm ent 
of 
a 
spacial 
imagination. 
Although she says that she 
does 
not 
have a detailed 
background or knowledge in 
m athematics-especially higher 
mathematics-anyone 
talking 
with her realizes that she is 
being modest about this fact. 
Her research and knowledge 
"learned by doing" has given 
her a knowledge in certain fields 
of the forms that many people 
who have studied math may not 
have. 
It is easy to get caught up in 
her enthusiasm for her hobby, 
even if one is not familiar with 
the concept. She does not force 
the subject on anyone, but 
anyone who is willing to learn 
can learn from her Her ex­ 
planations of "how it was done" 
can make even the most com­ 
plicated forms sound relatively 
easy, although they still look 
almost impossible. 
Her hobby began with the 
basics, 
such 
as cubes and 
pyramids. At that time, she and 
her husband (now deceased) 
were living in Cape Girardeau 
and their home had an ac- 
coustical ceiling. 
She would 
hang homemade geometrical 
figures with a thumbtack from 
the ceilings in various rooms. 


"When 1 finished reading or 
something, 1 would look up and 
there they would be," Mrs. 
Martin recalls. "That way 1 
became familiar with them." 


Getting 
familiar 
with 
the 
figures was important before 
really delving into the more 
complicated forms. Mrs. Martin 
is now so familiar with the basic 
forms that they are second 
nature to her. In fact, she is so 
familiar with most of the forms 
she had made through the years 
that she can call each by name

and explain its makeup with 
little hesitation. 
Mrs. Martin explained that 
there are five regular convex 
solids, 
which 
have 
been 
recognized 
since 
early 
civilization. They include the 
pyramid ("the structural basis 
of the universe"), the cube, the 
octahedron, dodecahedron and 
icosahedron. 
The first form, the pyramid, is 
a tetrahedron (which means 
four faced) and is made up of 
four triangles. This gives it four 
faces and 
four 
vertices 
or 
corners and six edges. 
The second form, the cube 
(the only "space filler"—an 
object which will fill a space 
evenly), is composed of six 
squares. This figure has six 
faces, eight vertices and 12 
edges. 
The 
third 
form , 
an oc­ 
tahedron, has eight sides known 
as pentagons, six vertices and 12 
edges. 
Mrs. Martin points out that 
these first three forms all have 
the number six in common and 
therefore are of one family. 
The fourth basic form is the 
dodecahedron, 
which has 
12 
pentagons. 10 vertices and 20 
edges. And the final form is the 
cosahedron with 20 faces, 12 
vertices and 30 edges 


She explained that these are 
the five basic forms from which 
most of her other forms are 
built She calls them the basics 
because they are the only way 
those forms can be put together 
in a regular form. 


From these five basic forms, 
Mrs. Martin went on to make the 
spherical counterparts of the 
forms, demonstrating the totally 
different look the same form 
takes on. She also worked with 
stellated (or star-like) forms. 
To the untrained eye-and 
mavbe even to the trained eye- 


most of her figures look very 
complicated. She has even built 
some inside others, to show their 
relation. 
All her forms are done as 
precise as possible with the 
same length of edges. Some 
forms are larger than others 
only because of the number and 
types 
of 
figures 
used, 
not 
because 
those figures 
a re 
larger. 
She 
explained 
that 
mathematically all figures must 
have a certain relationship to 
make the forms be true. 
Although she has never ac­ 
tually taught the subject, she 
has given special short courses 
and 
recently 
enlightened 
Sikeston High School students 
about 
her 
hobby 
in 
Mrs 
Margaret 
Coates, 
geometry 
classes. Mrs Coates reported 
that the class was delightful and 
Mrs, Martin left them “in awe, 
wide-eyed, curious and with a 
m uch 
enlarged 
view 
of 
mathematical models." 


Anyone who talks with Mrs. 
Martin about her unusual hobby 
comes away with the same view. 
She has absorbed as much 
information on the subject as 
she can and still searches for 
more She plans to write about 
her research and findings in 
relationships 
between forms 
She says that in her research she 
has found no one place where all 
this is written down and ex­ 
plained 


Much of what she has learned 
has been learned through hard 
work and concentration ...trying 
over and over again to put a 
single model together until she 
finally found the way it works. 
Her hobby has included hours of 
research, thinking, cutting 
pieces of cardboard to be used 
and measuring just the right 
relationships for the models and

reputting them together.

One major 
retailer has changed its credit 
policy using the average daily 
balance system Many stores, 
however, 
assess the finance 
charge 
on 
the 
outstanding 
balance at the end of the billing 
period 
The 
average 
daily 
balance is computed by adding 
the actual amounts outstanding 
each day during the billing 
period and dividing the sum by 
the number of days in the 
period If you make a payment 
during that time, your average 
daily balance would reduce, and 
so would your finance charge. 
However, if you charge ad­ 
ditional items during the billing 


period, 
the 
average daily 
balance would increase, and so 
would your finance charge. 
Unfortunately, this causes an 
extra burden for consumers who 
use credit Many people who use 
credit only for convenience may 
pay in cash to avoid the finance 
charge 
However, those who 
need to defer payment because 
of a lower income, will be under 
a greater hardship as a result of 
this policy. 


If a store's credit policy is like 
this, it would be wise to pur­ 
chase items on credit late in the 
billing 
period 
and 
make 
payments early in the billing 
period Then the average daily 
balance for the period would be 
lower. 


This policy change presents 
another good reason why con­ 
sumers should shop for credit as 
they do any other merchandise. 
If you are shopping for a major 
item, the finance charge can 
make a significant difference in 
cost, so should be considered 
when comparing prices among 
stores. 
Study any credit contracts 
carefully; understand what it 
w ill mean when you r bill comes. 
Compare the annual percentage 
rate w hich shows you the cost of 
buying on credit.

keeping bills paid, money in the 
bank and feet on the ground. 


“ Our big production is on the 
stage where it really counts,”

one of the best light shows of 
any group. Our manager runs 
the lights and does the cues.”

R h y t h m guitarist Blair 
Thornton adds, “ What we don’t 
do is lease a jet or wear flashy 
clothes. Some groups are trying 
so hard to look big. We are big. 
We started out carrying our 
own bags.We still do it. We’re 
healthy. We’re a group that 
takes care of what money we 
have. If we don’t last, whatever 
we got from playing is going to 
last us.

That

doesn’t 
count. We like to present Bach­ 
man-Turner Overdrive. We’ll 
go on telethons; at the same 
time we’re doing something 
good, we’re presenting our­ 
selves.” 
When the quartet, all Van­ 
couver residents, first toured in 
the United States, they flew to

and 
drove from then on. When they 
perform, they arrive five min­ 
utes before the opening act fin­ 
ishes, so they won’t sit around 
and get bored. And each one 
eats when he’s hungry; there is 
no renting a restaurant for a 
big get-together feed after a 
performance. 


The planning includes playing 
la tour of about 10 dates a 
month, taking a month off, 
being scheduled for about four 
tours ahead and having access 
to an old warehouse in which to 
write and rehearse in Van­ 
couver.

The lights of Saigon fell behind us shortly after 
we took off, and there was nothing left of the 
Christmas spirit except the beauty of the ground, 
3500 feet below. The moon had painted the 
country side with soft, golden strokes, and 
subdued 
highlights accented 
the velvet-like 
textures of the night. 
We tuned AFN in on the radio to listen to the 
Christmas story. It was punctuated frequently 
by Christmas Carols, but rather than being a 
comfort, it was a painful reminder that home 
was 10,000 miles away. 
"How are we going to find them?" someone 
asked. "We didn't even get co-ordinates."

Keep looking east, 
you'll see the flare, it'll be Mke a bright star," 
someone answered. 
"When they had heard the king, they departed, 
and lo, the star, which they saw in the east, went 
before them till it came and stood over where the 
young child was," the AFN announcer said, 
reading the Christmas Story. 
This isn't anything new, I thought. I had gone 
12 years without a Christmas at home. This 
would be no different from any of the others. 
Like Ebeneezer Scrooge, I was visited by the 
Ghost of Christmas Past. I could see myself at a 
desk during the long hours of Duty Officer while 
snow fell in the mountains of Bavaria. Or, in a 
cold, tin shack on the side of a wind swept hill in 
Korea, while outside the plastic window a car­ 
dboard Santa Claus face danced incongruously 
from the top strand of a barbed wire fence.
